Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 


The  estimated  population  of  the  County  decreased  by  600  reversing  the  upward 
rend  of  the  previous  three  years. 

The  number  of  live  births  fe]  sharply  by  75  as  compared  with  the  previous  year 

r.en  there  was  also  a decrease.  These  figures  do  not  promise  well  for  the  future 

opulation  level  of  the  County. 

Infant  deaths  (under  one  year)  were  the  same  as  in  1964  but  the  number  of 
eonatal  deaths  (under  four  weeks)  decreased  from  4 to  2,  and  early  neonatal  deaths 
under  one  week)  from  3 to  2.  Still  births  increased  from  9 to  11  and  as  a result  of 

his  and  the  fall  in  the  number  of  live  births  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  was 

r.creased. 

n:.  epidemic  of  measles,  following  its  usual  two  yearly  cycle,  occurred  during  the 
-as.  Work  on  the  evaluation  of  different  types  of  vaccine  against  this  highly 
nfectious  disease  was  being  undertaken  during  the  year,  and  an  announcement  by  the 
uthorities  as  to  the  efficacy  of  innoculation  was  expected. 


Notifications  of  Tuberculosis  were  the  same  as  in  1964,  but  there  were  2 fewer 
eaths  from  this  disease.  The  number  of  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  was  40 
ever  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  were  47  fewer  deaths  and  the  percentage  of  these  from  the  principal  causes 
. death  remained  substantially  the  same  apart  from  Cancer,  which  showed  a decrease 
■ 19  in  number.  In  this  disease  there  was  an  increase  in  number  of  deaths  from 
ir.cer  01  the  stomach  (4)  and  a decrease  of  the  same  number  from  Cancer  of  the  lung 
".i  bronchus.  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  was  halved. 

The  demand  for  domestic  help  continues  to  increase  and  the  County  offers  a 
aprehensive  service  to  those  members  of  the  community  who  stand  in  need.  The 
?nrice  is  invaluable  in  lessening  the  demand  for  accommodation  in  hospitals  and 
:~es,  and  enables  people  to  stay  in  their  own  environment,  to  the  benefit  of  their 

;a.lth  and  happiness. 

The  calls  on  the  Ambulance  service  continue  their  upward  climb.  Undoubtedly  one 
^the  main  reasons  for  the  increase  in  demand  is  the  gradual  deterioration  in  the 
Jtuation  with  regard  to  public  transport  both  within  and  without  the  County. 

'•other  factor  is  that  more  out-patient  facilities  are  becoming  available. 

I wish  to  thank  the  County  Council  members  and  especially  the  members  of  the  Health 
oomittee  for  their  support  and  encouragement.  I am  grateful  to  the  General 
petitioners,  other  County  Council  departments,  voluntary  workers  and  members  of  my 
apartment  for  their  helpful  co-operation.

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SOOIAL  WELFARE 


The  Welfare  Department  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Welfare  Officer  who  is 
responsible  to  the  County  Council  through  the  Welfare  Committee.  Welfare  schemes 
for  the  aged,  blind  and  deaf  and  other  disabled  persons  are  being  run  by  the 
County  Council.  There  are  four  Homes  for  the  Aged  in  the  County  at  Barmouth,  Ba^ 
Ffestiniog  and  Towyn  and  part  of  Bron-y-Garth,  Penrhyndeudraeth  was  also  available 
for  old  people. 

There  were  110  blind  persons  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  these 
were  all  visited  by  the  Home  Teacher  for  the  Blind.  The  Visitor/ Craft  Instructor 
teaches  handicrafts  to  the  disabled.  There  is  co-operation  between  the  North 
Wales  Society  for  the  Blind,  the  Chester  and  North  Wales  Deaf  and  Dumb  Society 
and  the  Welfare  Department. 

The  Children's  Officer  is  responsible  to  the  Children's  Committee  for  children 
committed  to  the  care  of  the  County  Council  and  other  child  care  problems.  The 
Council  has  one  small  Children's  Home  at  Barmouth  and  active  policy  of  fostering-ou 
children  is  carried  on.  There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  Officers  of  the 
Welfare  Department,  Children's  Department  and  the  Health  Department. 

The  Care  Committee,  a sub-committee  of  the  Health  Committee  provided  assistant 
in  kind  for  the  sick  and  ailing  and  in  the  financial  year  1965/66  the  Committee 
spent  £2,700  on  after-care.  The  Voluntary  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Merioneth  Social  Services  Committee  provided  assistance  to  a few 
needy  cases. 

There  are  two  Family  Planning  Clinics  in  the  County  - one  at  Blaenau 
Ffestiniog  and  one  at  Dolgellau.  These  clinics  are  run  by  voluntary  associations. 
The  County  Council,  however,  gives  a financial  contribution  towards  both  clinics 
and  provides  accommodation,  free  of  charge,  for  the  clinic  at  Blaenau  Ffestiniog. 
Dates  and  times  of  the  clinics  are  as  follows :- 


During  the  year,  the  County  Council's  Chiropody  Service  continued  to  provide 
treatment  for  the  Elderly,  Expectant  Mothers  and  Handicapped  Persons,  at  a 
standard  charge  of  2 /-  per  treatment.  Arrangements  were  made  for  domiciliary 
visits  to  be  paid  to  certain  patients  whose  doctors  had  certified  that  they  were 
unable  to  attend  the  clinics,  and  these  treatments  were  carried  out  at  no  extra 
cost  to  the  patient. 

Four  part-time  Chiropodists  were  employed,  and  during  the  year  175  new  cases 
were  seen,  and  a total  of  1497  treatments  given. 

Full-time  Chiropodist 

The  Council  had  planned  for  the  employment  of  a Full-time  Chiropodist  during 
1965  but  was  unable  to  carry  the  project  through,  owing  to  the  non-availability . 
of  a qualified  Chiropodist.  Local  Health  Authorities  are  precluded  from  employing 
non- registered  persons.

The  Mental  Health  Service  continued  to  expand  during  the  year.  It  is  now 
five  years  since  the  Act  came  into  force  and  there  has  been  a gradual  change  in 
the  attitude  of  the  populace  towards  mental  illness.  The  community  as  a whole 
has  developed  greater  tolerance  towards  those  members  who  are  affected,  due  to 
increasing  knowledge,  spread  by  the  mass  media  of  communication,  particularly 
television. 


In  this  County  there  has  been  an  increasing  amount  of  work  undertaken  by  . 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department,  coinciding  with  the  switch  from  custodial 
to  community  care;  and  it  was  indeed  unfortunate  that  at  the  end  of  the  year 
our  only  trained  Mental  Hea1  th  Worker  left  the  service - 


Admissions  to  hospital  were  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year  and  the  number 
admitted  on  an  involuntary  basis  was  nearly  halved.  The  number  of  discharges 
was  also  higher.  New  patients  referred  to  the  Health  Department  were  more  by 
nearly  a half  than  in  1964*  These  figures  all  reflect  the  change  already 
referred  to. 


During  the  year  home  visits  by  psychiatric  social  workers  from  the  North  . 
Wales  Hospital  , Denbigh  ceased  owing  to  shortage  of  staff  and  this  threw  an  addec 
burden  onto  the  Health  Department. 


To  offset  this  the  Authority  appointed  a part  time  Welfare  Assistant  with 
particular  responsibility  for  visiting  the  subnormal,  and  he  attended  a day 
release  training  course  at  Wrexham  - 


The  trainee  assistant  supervisor  seconded  to  the  National  Association  or 
Mentally  Handicapped  children  Course  at  Manchester  was _ successful _ m obtaining 
her  certificate  and  resumed  duties  at  the  Junior  Training  en  re  in  eP;  * 

The  other  member  of  the  Staff  seconded  for  Social  Work  training  at  Cardiff  was 

making  very  satisfactory  progress. 

There  was  continuing  close  liaison  with  the  Consultant  for  Subnormality, 
the  North  Wales  Hospital,  Denbigh,  the  North  Wales  Child  Guidance  Service, 
General  Practitioners,  and  other  statutory  ana  voluntary  Health  and  Wellar^. 

agencies .

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HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


This  service  continues  to  expand,  greater  demands  being  made  for  assistance 
to  persons  of  pensionable  age  and  for  long-term  illnesses  and  other  handicapped 
persons.  Many  of  the  oases  haye  received  help  over  a long  period.  It  is  interest™ 
to  note  that  of  those  assisted,  108  lived  alone  - 17  were  between  60-70  /ears  off 
age;  53  between  70-80  years;  32  between  80-90  years  and  2 over  90  years.  The  Eome 
Heins  have  given  valuable  and  devoted  service  and  have  made  it  possible  for  many  to 
live  in  their  own  homes  who  would  otherwise  have  been  unable  to  do  so.  Apart  from 
the  normal  duties  expected  of  them  the  Home  Helps  have  undertaken  many  other 
voluntary  and  outside  the  hours  for  which  they  were  paid  officially. 


The  co-operation  between  this  service  and  the  Domiciliary  and  Hospital 
Nursing  Service  has  proved  very  satisfactory  to  the  benefit  of  the  recipients  and 
services  concerned  a^d  is  proving  a valuable  part  of  the  Health  Service  Team 
Staggered  hours  including  evening  service  is  given  as  required  and  the  Home  Helps 
have  acted  as  night-sitters  when  necessary.  There  are  reciprocal  arrangements 
between  this  service  and  the  Domestic  Assistance  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Social 
Security.  Advice  and  assistance  has  been  given  to  others  who  wished  to  make  private 

arrangements . 

The  Organisation  and  Administration  of  the  Service  is  carried  out  by  the 
Suneri ntendent  Nursing  Officer,  the  Deputy  Superintendent  Nursing  Officer  and  _ 
assistance  from  a Senfor  Clerk.  The  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses  have  given 
valuable  assistance  and  assisted  in  the  surveillance  of  the  service  in  theirae. 
It  is  inevitable  that  the  cost  of  the  service  has  increased  from  year  to  year  but 
it  is  also  satisfying  that  a necessary  and  much  appreciated  service  is  made  ava 

to  those  in  need.

CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS 

There  are  fourteen  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  held  at  premises 
throughout  the  County.  The  Loca]  Medical  Practitioners  act  as  Medical 
Officers  for  these  Clinics  except  at  Abergynolwyn,  where  Dr.  H. Francis 
the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends.  There  was  a 
slight  increase  in  the  total  number  of  children  who  attended  these 
Clinics  in  comparison  with  the  previous  year.. 

Particular  attention  is  now  paid  to  "At  Risk"  children.  The 
following  factors  may  put  a baby  "at  risk"  of  congenital  handicaps 

a.  Genetic  - Family  history  of  deafness, 
blindness,  etc, 

b.  Prenatal  - Incidents  arising  during  pregnancy 
particularly  during  the  early  months,  i.e. 

German  Measles  or  other  infection;  blood 
incompatibilities  (rhesus  sensitization)  and  a 
number  of  diseases  and  complications  during 
pregnancy . 

Co  Perinatal  - Prolonged  or  difficult  labour; 
prematurity,  birth  asphyxia  and  prolonged  poor 
sucking. 

d.  Postnatal  - Jaundice,  respiratory  distress; 
congenital  abnormalities,  etc.

These  foods  are  available  at  the  Welfare  Clinics,  and  they  are  also 
distributed  by  voluntary  workers  at  various  other  centres  in  the  County. 
Tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  continued  co-operation  and  assistance  of 
voluntary  workers  in  this  invaluable  work. 

In  addition  to  the  above  Welfare  Foods,  a wide  range  of  proprietary 
foods  and  medicaments  were  sold  at  the  clinics.  The  branded  products  are 
supplied  in  special  clinic  packs  at  a reduced  cost  to  which  is  added  a 
small  charge  to  cover  administrative  costs.  These  foods  are  only  sold  to 
those  attending  the  clinic.

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B.C.G.  VACCINATION 


As  in  previous  years,  B.C.G.  Vaccination  was  offered  to  children  aged  13  years 
attending  schools  in  the  County.  A more  positive  policy  in  obtaining  consent  forms 
was  carried  out  during  the  year,  which  resulted  in  approximately  a 100  more  children 
heme  tested  in  Secondary  Schools.  In  addition,  children  from  one  Primary  School  1 n 
the  fountyweJe  shin  tested  as  a contact  of  a case  of  Tuberculosis . The  numbers 
of  children  tuberculin  tested  in  school  is  shown  in  the  Table  be  ow.

The  Chest  Physicians  carry  out  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  child  contacts 
of  Tuberculosis  patients.  97  children  were  skin  tested  by  them  during  the  year 
of  whom  26  proved  positive.  Of  the  71  who  proved  negative  65  were  successfully 

vaccinated. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  the  same  as  for  1964,  namely 
28  but  there  is  a considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  on  the  register  at 
tte  end  of  the  year.  There  were  8 deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  and  thi 
lave  a death  rate  of  0.21  per  1,000  population.  The  decline  in  Tuberculosis 
continues,  and  the  following  Table  may  be  of  interest  m comparing  the  present 
day  figures  with  those  of  twenty  five  and  fifty  years  ago.
